The Work of tbe £ast Congress. 


WASBiMctToit, March 6. 1891, 


EDITOR NEVADA STATB JotnsfeL-—The 


Fifty.first Congreas is a thing of the past, 
Myriads of bills daring this session were 
introduced and hundreds of laws ware en- 
acted. 


A BBSUME OF THE PAST SESSION 


Will show this to have been the most re- 
markable on record, not only in the an- 
uauul camber of laws that weie enacted, 
bnt the groat number of hoars spent in ses- 
sion aud the vast amount of work done. 
Considerable time was consumed in tbe 
preparatory coarse. 
In the House tbe 


first great object of the majority at the out- 
set was 60 effect a "parliamentary reform" 
which would limit the obstructive power of 


10.10 pm 10-Ip pm the minority, and place the control of leg- 


islation mare securely m the bauds of tile 
minority. The pnrpoie was to lessen indi- 
vidual influence or power on the floor, BO 
as to make it possible when the majority 
caucus decided upon any course, for it to 
be carried out promptly. 


BEEDI9M IN THE HOUSE. 


In this emergency Mr. Reed took mat- 


ters in his own hands aad by a set o! rul- 
ings under "general parliamentary law," 
which secured for him the titles, conferred 
by Democrat-), of "Czir," of "usurper," 
und of "tyrant," placed tbe majority in 
power in the House for tbe Congress. 
By 


means of these "general parliamentary law 
rulings" A id by an exercise of individual 
will powei, Mr. Heed succeeded in having 
a new code of rules adopted, wbich placed 
legislation quite completely in Che bijods of 
the majority and increased tbe uizs of the 
majority by unseating Democrats whose 
seats were contested. 
The House seated 


eight of tbe Republican contestants and 
declared the seat of one Democrat, Mr. 
Breckenridge of Arkansas, vacant 
Two 


oases, Goodrich vs. Bullock from Florida, 
and McGinnis vs. Alderson from West Vir- 
ginia, in which the committee recommended 
the seating of the Republican contestants, 
were not disposed of by tbe House, and tbe 
Elections Committee itself never acted on 
the 
Eft I on vs. Fbelan Tennessee case. 


There was not complete harmony within 
the majority patty, however, and it was a 
matter of constant anxiety and watchful- 
ness on tbe part of the Speaker to keep 
the organization compact. 


DESPOTISM DEFEATED IN THE SENATE. 
Thus, matters being arranged in the 


House, it WBS the desire of Mr. Bead and 
others of the radical leaders to bricg about 
a similar state of affairs in the Senate by 
the adoption of similar new rules there. 
Tho question of joint rules was discussed 
at several conferences, but in order to 
make a change in the Senate, recourse to 
"general parliamentary law" rulings would 
have been necessary, and the old respecters 
of tradition like Jonoa, Stewart, Teller 
Wolcott, \Yashburn and others were not 
willing to do a thing so radical. 


The House bad been wilboub rules altai 


assembling until the 
new rules were 


adopted, and the Speaker might, therefore, 
fall back on "general parliamentary law." 
The Senate had its rules, which themselves 
declared how they might bb changed, 
wbich made it not as easy to carry out tbe 
plan there as it was in the House. 


THE MEASURES ACTED ON. 


Of the important measures, the Tariff 


bill, the Federal Elections bill, a Shipping 
Tonnage and Mail Subsidy bill, a Silver 
bill, the Direct Tax Refunding bill and tbe 
Blair Educational bill were regarded as 
measures of supreme importance. 
Tbe 


MoKinley Tariff bill, together with the 
Customs Administrative bill, was enacted 
into a law at tbe first session. A law was 
enacted, as a compromise, increasing the 
compulsory purchase of silver to 4,500,000 
ounces per month, but au effoit to secure 
absolute free coinage was restated by the 
majority loaders aad failed. The Shipping 
bill in its entirety did noc become a law, 
bnt a mail subsidy was secured. 


A record of the session will show 19,606 


bills and resolutions were introduced in 
both Houses, a number very much larger 
than known in aiiy previous Congress. 
The number of bills that became laws ag- 
gregated 2,186, as against 1,824 in tbe 
Fiftieth Congress, an increase of 362. 


Among the important bills of general 


interest which became laws are: 
The 


Copyright bill, the Private Land Court j 
bill (to settle disputes arising over Mexican 
grants in the Western States and Territo- 
ries), tba Indian De-oredation Claims bill, 
the limber and Pre-emption Repeal Law 
bill (making a general revision of the land 
laws), a General Land Forfeiture bill, the 
bill to relieve tbe Supreme Court by the 
establishment of 
intermediate 
Circuit 


Courts of Appeal, and tbe United States 
Judges' Salaries bill. 


SOT SIGNED BY THE PSESIDENT. 


The following bills failed to get the Big- 


nature of the President m time: 


The Act for the relief of tbe Stockbridge 


tribe of Indians; the Act for the correction 
of the record of Captain William P. Hall, 
U. S. A.; tbe Act for the relief oJ Spencer 
D, Hnnt; the Aot to remove the charge ol 
desertion against Gardner Dodge; the Aot 
to remove tbe charge of desertion against 
Mitchell M»han; tbe Act for the relief of 


the widow of Lieutenant Colonel N. H. 
MoLean; the Aot for tbe relief of the Port- 
land Company; the Act for the relief of 
Captain David L. Lookesby; the Act to 
create the eastern division of tbe northern 
judicial district of Georgia; the Act grant- 
ing a pension to Mary D. MoCbeaoey, and 
the Aot to set aside a portion of tbe judg- 
ment of the Court of Claims in the case of 
Charles Stoteeburg.

THE INTEREST ON STATE J.ABTD9. 


What bus become ot the bill introduced 


by Senator Williamson to reduce th« inter- 
est on deferred payments on State lands? 
The bill deserves belter treatment than the 
Legialatore seems disposed to accord it. 
The money received by the State for school 
lands is invested in State or United States 
bonds. The $380,000 irredeemable State 
bond draws interest al the rate of 5 per 
cent, per annum though the loan vma made 
when the rate of interest was much higher 
than it is now, United States bonds draw 
interest at the rate of 4 per cent, per an- 
num, though they command a premium of 
22% per cent, which reduces the interest 
on the investment to a fraction over 3 per 
cent. If the persona who purchased the 
land paid the full price of $1 25 per acre, 
the money could not be iavested at over 
3% par cent, interest, at least that is what 
$500,000 ot the School Fond draws. \Vhy 
then compel the purchaser, who cannot pay 
but one-fifth of the price, 6 per cent, 
on the balance? The State holds the land 
83 security for the deferred payment, and 
derives taxes annually from what has been 
{aid, as does also the county in which the 
I.md is situated. As the debt runs for 25 
years and the security for its payment, if 
the land which has been sold at $1 25 par 
acre is worth $1 an acre, the best, the rate of 
interest should be red need to the mini mum. 
Not a reasonable argument had been ad- 
vanced against tha proposed reduction save 
that the pnrohassr knew what he had to 
pay when ho contracted with the State for 
the land. The circumstances wbiob have 
criopled the stockmen should be taken into 
consideration as should also the fact that 
the school money has not been invested at 
as a high rate of interest as is charged on 
deferred payments on land, and a bill to 
reduce the interest to at least 4 per cent, 
receive the unanimous -vote of the Legis- 
lature.

THE DIKECT TAX. 


The bill to refund to the several Stutea 


the amount collected by or paid to the Gen- 
eral Government under the Direct Tax Act 
originated with plaira ngents and lobbyists. 
It was shown, when the billwasfirst intro- 
duced, that from twenty to fifty per oent. 
of the amount was to be paid claim agent 
for lobbying the bill through Congress. 
Since the passage of the bill those agents 
have tried every method known to get the 
rvjKnes of all who paid the tax for the par- 
pose of buying up their claims for a small 
percentage of their face value. Assistant 
Secretary Nettleton, who has been annoyed 
by them, has issued an order prohibiting 
them from examining the direct tax records 
of the Treasury Department unless author- 
ized to do so by the States. He has also 
notified them that all payments under the 
Act will be mede to the States in trust for 
the citizens from whom they were collected 
or their legal representatives. 


As the amount of tax paid by Nevada is 


insignificant compared with that o! the 
more populous States, the claim agents are 
not so busy here as elsewhere, and as the 
amount which each individual paid will be 
refunded, no one, whether his tax was 
much or little, should authoiize a claim 
agent to collect it. 


AT IT AGAIN. 


Wiggins, the Canadian weather prophet, 


is giving forecasts of the weather again. 
Not tho least discouraged by the signal 
failure of his former predictions, he confi- 
dently asserts that there is now approach- 
ing the American coast from the North

KANSAS CITY, March 12.—Judge Cald- 


well, of the United States Circuit Court 
signed a decree of foreclosure in the case 
of the Rook Island road against the Chi 
cago. Kansas & Nebraska, and the latter 
line will now b» disposed of at public sale 
to satisfy the Rook Island's mortage of 
$28.000,000. The case was hotly contested 
over a year. The controversy arose over 
the foreclosure of a mortgage on the Chi- 
cago, Kausaa & Nebraska road. The coun- 
ties of Kansas and Nebraska, through 
whioh the road was built, voted $3,000,000 
in aid of it and they fought the foreclosure.

It is against my principles to do nmeh 


real work in the evening unless particu- 
larly rushed, but I do like a little fancy 
work or work nob so fancy, but light and 
easily handled, that I can pick up a few 
minutes when I have an industrious 
streak; and I know there are some sisters 
who must do such work evenings, or not 
stall. 
I made a night dress yoke of crocheted 


wheels. 
The manner of doing it is 


this. Take No. SO or 86 thread, wind 
the end around your finger eight or 
ten times, slip the rmg off your finger 
and crotchet single stitch closely around 
it, till it is stiff and round; then make 
the wheel larger with any stitch you 
choose, adding stitches enough to keep 
the wheel smooth and fiat. Fill the hole 
in the middle with rickrack stitch or 
the spider web used in drawn work, and 
they look quite antique. Sew together 
to form the yokes, children's collars, 
tidies, scarf ends, etc. 


The other evening sister was home, 


and as she has just commenced house' 
keeping for two she has an eye for fur- 
nishings of every shape and complexion. 
We had a spell—rattled up in the store- 
room, scampered down again with a 
clothes basket full of rags, planted our- 
selves 'neath the hanging lamp and pro- 
ceeded to braid a rug or a border for one. 


We took quite a large piece of ingrain 


for the middle, rounded the ends a little, 
lined it with a piece of rag carpet to 
make it as thick as our braid, then laid 
it on the dining table and sewed the 
braid on around it. We happened to 
choose colors for the braid like those in 
the ingrain, so the rug was really pretty, \ 
very substantial, and didn't cost $10. 
She only had one fur and one Smyrna 
rug, and wanted one she was not afraid 
to step on accidentally. Mother caught 
the fever, and is cutting leaves out of 
heavy cloth, buttonholing them with 
colored yarns, and declares she is going 
to have a rug with ingrain center too. 


Last winter I made a baby yoke of 


novelty braid, the kind used for inser- 
tion, with picotedge. I crocheted strips 
of it together with a zigzag chain, 
using two or three stitches in the chain, 
and the effect was that of drawn work, 
as you could hardly see where it was 
joined. 


I bought a new pair of shoes the other 


day, and the dealer gave me some pretty 
cards, baby faces on star shapes, and one 
cherub peeping over the moon.
